A brief communique said: “In- | 
formation has now been received | 
that there was only one casualty 
in H.M.S. Ark Royal. The next- 
of-kin has been informed.” 

The casualty tol! was steadily | 

scaled down during the day 

The announcement came soon af- 
ter First Lord of the Admiralty A. | 
V. Alexander had said he hoped 
that the loss of life would not be 
more than two or three men. 

Earlier today the admiralty had 
said only 18 men oui of the full 
crew of 1,600 officers and men 
aboard the big carrier were miss- 
ing after she was torpedoed and 
sunk in the Mediterranean. She 
sank yesterday within sight of 
Gibraltar. 

Mr. Alexander's 
was made at Liverpool where he 
took part in the opening of the city’s 
Warship Week with declaration 
phat the fleet would avenge the 
Ark Royal's destruction, He said 
he had just received word that the 
loss of life would be not more thar 
two or three men. This was pre- 
sumably later information than the 
admiralty’s earlier larger estimate 

Mr. Alexander did not elaborate 
on the statement regarding the 
Royal Navy's plan to avenge the 
Ark Royal’s loss. The battle 
cruiser Hood was sunk last spring 
in battle with the German battle- 
ship Bismarck, which in turn was 
tracked down and sunk by Brit- 
ish craft.

The House of Representatives ac- 


cepted the Senate amendment to the 
Neutrality Act. Merchant ships of the 
United States may not only carry 


guns, but also may sail to any port in 
the world. Soon or later both these 
suspended rights were bound to be re- 
stored; it was inconceivable that Con- 
gress should continue to abridge 
American rights at sea indefinitely on 
demand of Herr Hitler and his piratical 
associates. 

Repeal of these restrictions supple- 
ments the lease-iend policy, and was 
necessary if the intent of that policy 
was not to be ignored. Munitions and 
other supplies which cannot be trans- 
ported because bottoms are scarce, or 
which are sunk by enemy raiders, are 
of no help to Britain and its allies. To 
be effective they must “actually reach 
those for whom they are intended”; 
must “be delivered into the ports of our 
friends”. 

The United States merchant fleet is 
the second largest in the world. These 
vessels will now be free, as they have 
not been free, to load in Canadian 
ports, to carry their cargoes all the way 
to ports in Britain, or Russia, or to 
any other destination, to carry guns 
for their own defence. And where 
United States merchant ships go, Unit- 
ed States warships will go to protect 
them, 

Loudon and Moscow and Chung- 
king of course are jubilant, as they 
have good cause to be; Berlin is angry, 
as it also has cause to be; and Tokyo, 
it maz be hoped, will temper its beili- 
gerence and do some realistic thinking. 
This full resumption of American free- 
dom of the seas is, next to the lease- 
lend bill, the most powerful blow the 
United States has dealt the Axis pow- 
ers, and the most important develop- 
ment of its own defence policy. 


The Electors Have Spoken 


Mr. Meighen says that as Conserva- 
tive leader he will urge the enforcement 
of “compulsory selective service over 
the whole field of war”. He did not 
s>ecifically say conscription for ser- 
vice oversea, but that is the only intel- 
livible interpretation of the announce- 
ment. We already have compulsory 
service for home defence under the Mo- 
bilization Act, and under the Militia 
Act there has always been provision 
for the instant conscription of the en- 
tire manhood of the country to meet 
invasion or other national emergency. 
It is only for service outside Canada 
that compulsion is not now in force. 

Prime Minister King has restated 
his position on the subject.

outside Canada should be voluntary. 
The Conservative party under the

It cannot be ques- 
tioned, and has not been questioned, 
that the voters declared for vol- 
untary enlistment as against conscrip- 
tion, for service outside Canada. That 
decision, Mr, King says, stands and 
must stand unless and until it is re- 
versed. 

The issue at the moment is not 
therefore whether parliament will or 
will not adopt a conscription policy. 
The question is whether parliament will 
keep faith with the electors. Neither 
the Liberal nor the Conservative mem- 
bers have any mandate to raise 
forces for oversea by any other method 
than that of voluntary enlistment. 
They have been expressly, and certain- 
ly impressively, forbidden to do so. 

Should the time come when in the 
judgment of parliament voluntary en- 
listment will not secure the necessary 
number of men, the course is clear. In 
such circumstances, political honesty 
and democratic procedure demand that 
the matter be referred back to the 
electors.

Propaganda Minister Takes New - 


Course in Effort to Influence 
Public Opinion 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 

Now that we have, thanks to the North 
American Newspaper Alliance, the text of 
his latest utterance, we see Dr. Goebbels 
telling the Germans a wholly different 
story than he has ever told them before. 
The publication of this document is an his- 
toric event. For th®& latest erplanation of 
why Germany is at war with so large a 
part of the civilized 


world gives the lie to the 
previous explanations, 
and we may be certain 
that only the dire need to 
nerve the German people 
for a third winter of war 
would have caused Dr. 
Goebbels to throw on the 
scrap - heap the main 
thesis of the propaganda 
he has for two years 
addressed to the people of 
the United States 

Have we not been told 
so often that many innocent people believe 
it how Britain and France “declared” war 
on Hitler in 1939, how the “warmongers 
and interventionists” pushed Poland to a 
resistance that precipitated the World War, 
how the war goes On because Britain re- 
fused Hitler's offer of a negotiated peace, 
how Prime Minister Churchill and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt planned the war, incited 
the war, and prolong the war? This has 
been the Nazi propaganda, and as recently

designed to influence the vote in Congress, 
speaking of “the American President 
Roosevelt, who already is responsible for 
Poland's entry into the conflict and who, 
as we can prove to him precisely today, 
decided that France enter this war.” 

What is stil judged by Hitler to be 
good propaganda for Americans is how- 
ever no longer judged as convincing pro- 
paganda for the Germans. It is evident 
that the Germans already know better, 
even if some of our people do not. Says 
Dr, Goebbels: 

“No one would assume that all of Eur- 
ope’s problems wuold have been solved 
had Poland in the summer of 1939 re- 
nounced Danzig and granted Germany a 
passage throiigh the Corridor, or had Eng- 
land and France, following the victorious 
termination of the Polish campaign, been 
willing to discuss the Fuehrer’s peace 
offer. Could any one believe that London 
would have left us in peace, or that ‘the 
Soviet Union would for certain decide that 
it would build up revolutionary armies 
just for fun? No. We would still have 
had to take up arms in a few years, but 
with the difference that our enemies, hav- 
ing learned much through the military ex- 
periences cf the Polish campaign, would 
have faced us with arms that we could not 
have matched.” 


Still War 


So we have Dr. Goebbels explaining to 
the German people that, one, even if Po- 
land had yielded, Germany would sstill 
have had to wage war against Britain, 
France, and Russia; two, that when Hitler 
offered a negotiated peace in 1939, he did 
not wish to have the offer accepted; three, 
that Hitler struck in 1939 in the hope of 
defeating the Allies before they were suf- 
ficiently strong to resist him. That being 
Dr. Goebbels’s own carefully considered 
argument to the German people, the 
charge that Mr. Roosevelt, or Mr. 
Churchill, or “the warmongers and inter- 
ventionists” caused the war is obviously a 
bare-faced lie 

And the argument that Hitler could or 
would negotiate a peace is proved to be 
false by the admission that “we would 
still have had to take up arms in a few 
years.” . “Having begun to mar¢h, we 
must march on. There is no longer a 
chance of withdrawing for any one of us. 
We cannot postpone it. We cannot shelve 
it. From the historical viewpoint, each in- 
dividual campaign of this war amounts to 
a war in itself. If we do not wage it today 
we will in the future have to wage it under 
probably much more unfavorable circum- 
stances.” 


Must March On 


Thus, as the German people face the 
third winter of war, the Nazi propaganda 
minister is telling them that “having begun 
to march” they “must march on.” How far 
on must they march? “This is more than a 


- 


| Congress this week to see whether, in the 


matter simply of rectifying territorial 
orders. Everything is at stake. This essen- 
tial fact determines the dimensions in 
which this war is being waged. This war 
represents a whole series of individual 
settlements by arms that, should they not 
be undertaken today, would have to be 
undertaken a few years from now.” 
While Dr. Goebbels was saying this, 
Hitler was saying for the benefit of the 


isolationist opposition in Congress that “as 
far as I am concerned, South America is 
as far away as the moon.” This is the first 
disclosure of the fact that Hitler has es- 
tablished on the moon some twenty odd 
diplomatic: missions acting as the directing 
centers of Nazi propaganda and fitfh col- 
umn conspiracies, that he has para- 
military formations and storm troopers 
and agents and spies and smugglers and 
seducers, frightened rich men and bemused 
intellectuals and kept newspapers and cor- 
supted politicians, not only in Central and 
South America, but on the moon as well! 
But whatever pbe the situation on the 
moon, the people of this hemisphere will 
be disposed to believe that the elaborate 
Nazi preparations in the Western Hemi- 
sphere prove that Dr. Goebbels has told 
the truth when he says that there is in 
progress “a whole series of individual set- 
tlements by arms that, should they not 
be undertaken today, would have to be 
undertaken a few years from now.” 


Anticipate Shots 


They will also be disposed to agree 
with Dr. Goebbels when he savs that 
“when you are facing a pitiless adversary 
who is aiming his rifle toward you to fire 
from his most favorable position, the best 
policy is to anticipate his shots. A national 
leadership acts without responsibility 
when it simply lets matters come to a 
head without realizing the danger” and 
“then calls for arms when they have al- 
ready lost their sharpness.”

to strike the deadly blow, the opposition 
in Congress will continue to pretend, that

New Fury 

They will remember, as the House goes 
to the vote what happened in March, 1917, 
when by a filibuster in the Senate, the 
arming of merchant ships travelling to 
British ports was defeated. That victory 
of the isolationists. was followed within a 
few days—before President Wilson had 
had time to arm our ships anyway—by the 
sinking of five Americans ships. For the 
effect of the isolationist “victory” was not 
to make Germany reasonable and consid- 
erate but to unleach the fury of the ruth- 
less submarine war. It was this explosion 
of violence after the Senate had sought to 
appease Germany which led Charles Evans 
Hughes Elihu Root, Theodore Roosevelt 
and Vice-President Marshall to urge uopn 
the President the view that a state of war 
actualy existed between the United States 
and Germany. 


Within less than thirty days of the iso- 
ationist victory in Congress, the same Con- 
gress, by a vote of 82 to 6 in the Senate 
and of 373 to 50 in the House, declared 
that a state of war existed. No one can 
say that the filibuster and victory of the 
elder La Follette encouraged Germany to 
commit the acts that caused the declara- 
tion of war. But it certainly did not dis- 
courge the German extremists.of that day. 
It is certain that his victory in Congress 
did nothing to restrain Germany or to 
avert the actions which forced the coun- 
try into total war. 

There is not the slightest reason to 
think that an isolationist victory in the 
House this week would have had any value 
in averting war—if it has been decided in 
Tokio ani Berlin that there is to be war. 
But there is every reason for thinking that 
a defeat of the amendments would have 
so weakened respect for this country and | 
so encourage the extremists abroad that 
the chances of total war in bott oceans 
would have been enormously increased. 
Indeed, it is extremely likely that an iso- 
lationist victory, in the House this week 
would have eliminated the last chance of 
limiting the war in the Pacific and of lim- 
iting American participation in the world 
war to anything less than total bel- 
ligerency.

Weir 
purpose of this is military and would pre- 
vent conquered countries from ever again 
rising in armed rebellion against the Nazis. 


| But it also has a broader industrial signifi- 


cance bearing directly upon the economic 
structure of the Americas. 


Implications 


An analysis of the impiications of this 
plan reveals that it would, first, establish 
the German mark as the basis for all com- 
merce in Europe. Extending beyond the 
industrial limits of armament-making, it 
would put all credit operations on the 
continent under the control of Berlin. 

Thus, of course, it flatly contradicts 
German propaganda put out among busi- 
ness men of the United States and primary 
producers in Latin Ameica, who have 
been told that once British resistance is at 
an end, they will be able to trade with 
Nazi-dominated Europe on an unprece- 
dented scale. 

In short, Daitz’s book describes a Euro- 
pean world in which the Germans are to 
have complete control over production, 
transport and credit facilities. The Nazis 
will endeavor to destroy the very tradi- 
tion of heavy industry, mechanical engi- 
neering and chemical research outside 
Germany. 

All other European nations are to be 
rendered industrially sterile. To this end, 
compulsory evacuation of the native popu- 
lations from such important steel centres 
as Limberg, Liege, Luxembourg and Lor- 
raine is now under way. 

These centres are being settled largely 
by German-speaking people loyal to Hitler. 


Confiscation 


The various confiscatory steps taken 
by Germany in the Nazi-occupied coun- 
tries of late, dovetail together in a well- 
coordinated plan of economic absolutism. 
The Germans now have charge of the most 


important industrial districts and plants

in CzecHoslovakia. They control steel, 
base metals and chemical works in Polish 
Upper Silesia, native Poles having been 
sent to the Reich to slave as farm laborers. 

Further, the Nazis are acquiring the 
chief mining, iron and chemical firms of 
Belgium. . Already they contro] the fam- 
ous Bor copper mines in Jugoslavia, Other 
recent acquisitions include the important 
Kuhlman chemical firm in France and an 
electric company in Croatia, 

At the moment, all chief undertakings 


filled their wartime usefulness and the 
Nazis propose to scrap them, Ths dismantl- 
ing will include all plants producing syn- 
thetic raw materials outside the Reich. 

In the new order, knowledge of these 
processes will be for Germans only. Rail- 
ways, highways, inland waterways, air- 
lines and shipping would henceforth oper- 
ate only under Nazi direction. German 
industrialists are working closely with the 
army authorities in preparing these 
schemes, 

With the German mark as the basis for 
commerce in Europe, with the savings 
bank deposits of all enslaved Europe at 
the disposal of Dr, Funk, and with the 
insurance companies compelled to reinsure 
with German insurance, credit operations 
in Europe would be completely under con- 
trol of Berlin. 

The backward Balkans and European 
Russia are to supply foodstuffs, fibers, oil- 
seeds, nuts, minerals and other industrial 
raw materials. Western and northern Eue 
ropean coountries will be compelled to 
cultivate fodder crops and produce milk, 
meat, eggs and butter without importing 
fertilizers or fodder from overseas. 

The rest of Europe's raw materials, so 
the Nazis plan, will be met by exploiting 
the resources of the Mediterrean countries 
including North Africa and Turkey. 


British Plan 


While the British plan for a new econ- 
omy it not nearly so definite—an am- 
biguity that does*the war effort itive 
harm—there are stil! signs of an internal 
economic ferment that is bound to produce | 
beneficent change. 

Although no one appears to know ex- 
actly how it will be done, Britain, in 
theory, hag, accepted the broad plan for 
post-war economie reconstruction laid 
down by Summer Welles early in October. 

The acceptance of these theoretic prin- 
ciples—free enterprise, security and pro- 
gressive improvement in living standards 
—is seen fairly clearing in speeches by 
responsible British. officials, 

There is general British applause for 
the plan to check price fluctuations while 
President Roosevelt's expressed determin- 
ation to cut “financial nonsense” out of 
war assistance has met with wide approv- 
al as the enunciation of a principle that 
may be widely extended in practice. 

There is every indication in Britain 
that progressive-minded people are think- 
ing in terms of entirely new econornic 
cancepts, 

The impact of the new economic ideas 
on substantial traditions is seen vividly 
in the continuous eviction of farmers from 
their land who refuse to cultivate the 
required number of acres, 

In Leicestershire, the most famous

Extension Of 
Compulsory War 
eine Hinted 


By R. K. CARNEGIE 

OTTAWA, Nov. 15—(CP)—Ex- 
tension of the call for compulsory 
military training for home defence 
to embrace single men and child- 
less widowers up to at Teast 30 
years and a selective draft pro- 
gram for the benefit of war indus- 
try is under consideration by the 
government, The Canadian Press 
learned Friday night. 

War Services Minister Thorson, in 
an interview, said these matters 
were receiving attention and added 
that the powers of the national re- 
sources Mobilization act would be 
used, as necessitated, to ensure that 
war industries do not go short of 
help while suitable workers are oc- 
cupied in peacetime activities. 

ON SELECTIVE BASIS 

He said it appeared likely that if 
the call-up is extended to higher 
age groups the drafting would be 
done on a selective basis, possibly 
by lottery, so that all age groups 
liable to service would provide a 
portion of the manpower to the ex- 
tent the nationa] defence depart- 
ment decided it had training facil- 
ities available. 

Figures compiled from the na- 
tional registration of manpower 
during August, 1940, showed there 
were 989,739 single men and child- 
less widowers in Canada between 
the ages of 19 and 45 years—mil- 
itary age under the «Mobilization 
Act. 

To date the call-up for home de- 


fence extends only to single men‘ 


or childless widowers of 21 to 24 
years as at July, 1940, and those 
becoming 21 since that time, The 
present system of filling ranks with 
recruits for service in Canada has 
been to take as many 2!-year-olds 
as are available, then move on to 
the 22-year-old class and so on, 


TRAINING PERIODS 

So far in the nine compulsory 
training periods, a total of 104,626 
men in the 21-24 years class have 
been trained 

The number of men called up for 

service within Canada varies ac- 
cording to training facilities avail- 
able because first claim on these 
facilities goes to the men training 
service overseas.
